Inlaid  with  white  holly,  and  sur- 
mounted with  an  eagle  with  outspread  wings. 

This  mirror  belonged  to  Judge  Barnard,  of  Rochester,  who  was  the 
first  judge  of  Ontario  County  before  Rochester  zvas  founded.  He  was 
a  personal  friend  of  General  Washington,  and  was  employed  from  time 
to  time  by  General  Washington  to  take  the  pay  to  the  army.  He  was\ 
also  a  personal  friend  of  General  Lafayette.  His  son,  Daniel  D.' Bar- 
nard, of  Albany,  delivered  the  address  of  welcome  to  Lafayette  in 
Rochester,  1824.  The  mirror  is  a  fine  old  specimen  of  the  furniture  of 
the  Revolutionary  period.  Well  preserved,  but  the  glass  is  slightly 
defective.
